Episcopal Actors’ 
Guild Activities 


By CHARLES M. SEAY 


NEW YORK, April 27.—At the last 


meeting of the Episcopal Actors’ Guild 
Bert Lytell spoke before the members 
present on the State of the Theater. 
It was a very comprehensive dissertation 
which brought out many salient points 


being discussed in the press and the pro 
fession. His talk was highly enjoyed by 
all who heard him. 

April 23, the 365th birthday of Shake- 
speare, Was observed and among the 
many ceremonies was that of the Na- 
tional Shakespeare Federation at the 
bronze statue of the famous author at 
the southern end of the Central Park 


Mall, in Central Park. 
Margaret Anglin laid a wreath pre- 
sented by the Shakespeare Federation 


while a group of girl students from Hun- 
ter College attired in 16th century cos- 
tumes read excerpts from the poet’s 
works. Dr. Henry Gaines Hawn delivered 
the principal address in the exercises 
conducted by the Shakespeare Club of 
New York. His subject was Our Debt 
to Shakespeare. 

Dr. W. Harold Weigle, chaplain of the 
Episcopal Actors’ Guild, represented that 
organization and Was one of the speak- 
ers. His subject was Shakespeare’s Phi- 
losophy and Precepts. 

Dr. Weigle said in part: “There is a 
class today who take great delight in 
shouting vociferously from the thatched 
roof of an insecure mud hut, their deri- 


sion against those who have attained 
greatness and against long-established 
institutions. They would attempt to 


discredit Shakespeare because he was not 
always original. 

“Every age is the debtor and legates 
of the ages which have preceded it. 
We must realize that every novelist is 
a debtor to Homer, and in view of this 
it is not surprising to see that Shake- 
speare did owe a debt in all directions 
for the work which he handed down to 


posterity. 
“Even the Athenian dramatists were 
not original, for they dealt only with 


tales that had been familiar to the pub- 
lic for a thousand years. It was their 
aim and task to abstract a new and un- 
expected truth from the elucidation of 
an ancient fable. It is interesting to 
know that the ‘Media’ of Euripides took 
only third prize at Athens in the year 
431 B. C. The judges, no doubt, thought 
it too modern and too revolutionary and 
the first prize was awarded to another 

“Miss Anglin deserves the thanks of 
all lovers of the theater for proving that 
there is a large and eager public in this 
country who will pay the price for the 
privilege of seeing the tragic dramas 
of the Greeks 

“Miss Anglin knows better than any 
of us gathered here that there is always 
a great public for a great There 
aregproducers today who justify the stag

ing of lewd and licentious plays. because 
they claim, they are ‘giving the people 
what they want.’ This is a gross insult 


to the intelligence of our 
are, on the other hand, some producers 
who are giving the people what they 
need.

We are indebted to the societies of 
Shakespeare for tracing the growth of 
the English drama from the mystery 
plays of the church, to the final detach- 
ment from the church, and the com- 
pletion of secular plays down to the pos- 
ession of the stage by the great dramas 

ch Shakespeare altered, remodeled 
nd fi made his own, in which we 
+ We fal today 

There all cultivated minds an 
appreciation of his superlative beauty 
ind power, which, like the Galilean’s, 
qualifies for all ages What point of 
moral manne economy, philosophy, 
of re ion, of iste, of the conduct of 
life h he not settled? He drew on the 
cred riptures and it lent perfection 
to his art There are no less than 5590 
quotations from the Bible in his works 
It may be said truly. that he wrote the 
texts with mphonies for all modern 
life, for life is mirrored in his poetry 
without loss or biur.

Columbia Keen 
On Field Abroad 


NEW YORK, April 27.—Columbia is 
planning on a vigorous campaign to en- 
ter the foreign market in a big way, and 
with producers threatening to withdraw 
from France, may go into that country, 
quota or no quota. 

Joe Brandt, president, now in Europe, 
will remain for at least three or four 
months, according to plans, studying the 
Situation closely and laying the ground- 
work for production of a series of Colum- 
bia foreign-talking pictures on the other 
side. 

Brandt pointed out before leaving that 
“the overwhelming popularity of the 
talking films and the attendant great re- 
sponse of the public at the box office, 
seems to have completely blinded the 
American producer to the fact that his 
neglect of the foreign market, at this 
time, may cost him one of his greatest 
sources of revenue in a year or two.” 

Legislative activity abroad has caused 
a sudden drop in revenue and talkies, ac- 
cording to Brandt, will mean a further 
decrease if producers remain asleep at 
the switch. 

Columbia has completed arrangements 
for talkies in England in association with 
F. B. O., Ltd., and Jack Cohn will arrive 
in London early in June to start shoot- 
ing. A technical staff and several stars 
and directors from Hollywood will ac- 
company him. 

In France Columbia will produce in as- 
sociation with Aubert Film and Jacques 
Haik.

Decline 


Sound Killing Chances of 
Foreign Product Road- 
Showing “Joan” 


NEW YORK, April 29. — Michael J. 
Gourland, president of the Affiliated Eu- 
ropean Producers, distributing organiza- 
tion for foreign-made films in this coun- 
try, is limiting his importation of Eu- 
ropean productions to a nominal num- 
ber in the future. Instead of importing 
in quantity he intends to specialize in 
quality. 

This means that he will handle very 
few pictures bearing a foreign stamp. 
According to Gourland, from now on he 
will only handle productions of oute 
standing merit of the type of The Passion 
of Joan of Arc, which has just closed a 
successful four-week run at the Little 
Carnegie Playhouse here. 

With the demand for dialog pictures 
on the part of the public, the distrib- 
utors of the foreign pictures are harder 
hit than they were in the past to find 
houses that will use their product. They 
are now confined to the small so-called 
“art” theaters for their outlet. The 
“grind” houses, that in the past were 
prevailed to use the foreign pictures oc- 
casionally, in many instances are now 
wired for sound pictures and are display- 
ing a thumbs-down attitude towards 
foreign productions. 

Gourland admitted that talking pice 
tures had hurt foreign importation to a 
noticeable extent, but also declared that 
there would always exist a demand for 
artistic silents of the caliber of The Pase 
sion of Joan of Are. 

According to Gourland, he would be 
satisfied to bring in but one picture a 
year of the quality of The Passion of 
Joan of Are and exclude efforts to dis- 
tribute the usual program productions 
from abroad that now seep into this 
country. As a whole, these latter pice 
tures are acknowledged to have been of 
an inferior quality in the past and have 
failed to attain any favor with American 
audiences. 

British producers are also feeling the 
effects of the current trend of talking 
pictures. Production in England is at a . 
low ebb. with British dailies condemning 
the United States editorially as the cause 
of the present production panic in Eng- 
land. The progress made in the last six 
months by American-produced talking 
pictures appears to be taken as a pere- 
sonal affront towards Great Britain, 
judging by the tone of the newspaper 
criticisms.

Fox recently released all its foreign 
players outright in a blanket dismissal, 
while United Artists, who had Camilla 
Horn under contract, has dropped her, 
altho officials declare she is still under 
contract. 

Two years ago, just preparatory to the 
threatened 10 per cent salary slash the 
producers endeavored to put over, the 
vast army of foreign players in Holly- 
wood was @ sore problem to American 
players, who felt that they were being 
shunted to the background in the frenzy 
of producers to sign up every loose 
screen actor, or actress, abroad.

others. One of the stars present was 
unable to resist an open thrust at the 
foreieners, to which Victor Varconi, then 
with C. B. De Mille, took exception.

“Madame X” 
(METRO-MOVIETONE) 
At the Sam H. Harris 

M-G-M has added a third all-talking 
Smash to the duo its salesmen are rav- 
ing over and deservedly, Broadway Mel- 
ody and The Trial of Mary Dugan, So 
besides these two, the enterprising exhib- 
itor will be constrained to book Madame 
X as well. Duty to box office and pub- 
lic will not be complete unless all three 
are bought—and especially Madame X, 
one of the best—if not the best—serious 
dialog dramas to be brought to the 
screen. 

The cast, headed by Ruth Chatterton, 
Lewis Stone and Raymond Hackett, in- 
sures the picture of trained legit. stage 
talent, and the direction of Lionel Bar- 
rymore, himself long on the dramatic 
stage, proves the wisdom of M-G-M boss- 
es in having selected him to guide story 
and players. 

Miss Chatterton gives a long-to-be- 
remembered portrayal of the French wife 
and mother, who ostracized from her 
home, drifts around the world and final- 
ly returns, a horrid shadow of her for- 
mer self, to stand trial for a murder she 
committed to save her husband and 


now-grown son from ignominy and 
shame. Her characterizations are as 


striking as her fine, well-trained voice, 
and in the more dramatic scenes she is 
more than equal to the task falling on 
her shoulders. Stone, as the husband- 
father, and Hackett, as the son, also 
give impressive performances, and the 
scene in which the son makes an im- 
passioned plea to the jury in defense 
of the accused—his mother whom he has 
never known—is fraught with dramatic 
tension and pathos. Hackett’s perform- 
ance is excellent, but one is inclined tu 
feel his stirring defense, altho certain 
to touch the sobby element, is slightly 
overdone with this view in mind. 

Taken as a whole, one can find very 
little fault with Barrymore’s direction. 
He has handled his subject with expert- 
ness and a sense of the dramatic that 
comes of years of association with the 
drama, and very effectively leaves out ali 
extraneous matter, jumping over inci- 
dents which the screen director would 
have loved to plice in. The degrading 
adventures of Madame X are impressive- 
ly sketched as she slips downward to 
her final death, and, all along, the story 
is building up strongly and dramatically 
to its gripping climax. 

Recording thruout is A-1 and none of 
the important speeches is lost to the 
hearer. Contributing roles are well 
played by Holmes Herbert, Eugenie Bes- 
serer, John P. Edington, Mitchell Lewis, 
Uliric Haupt and others. 

Willard Mack wrote the dialog for 
the talkie transcription of the famous 
story, done heretofore in silent pictures, 
and has done himself proud. R. C.

“Making the Grade”

Making the Grade is fair program ma- 
terial, thanks to Edmund Lowe, who is 
cofeatured with Lois Moran.

This underworld film, coming as it does 
on the deluge of so many of its type, may 
not get across with exhibitors as much as 
it deserves. No doubt the neighborhood 
houses (for which this is excellent fare) 
ere surfeited on the gangster theme, but 
the original story, capable direction o1 
Edward Rossom and excellent work of 
Virginia Valli should mean much at the 
box office in these days of slip-shod pro- 
duction. 

The plot is long and complicated, but 
because of the smoothness of its scenario 
is never tedious or rambling. It concerns 
the lives of two girls who are brouvht 
up in poverty by a drunken father. The 
older girl, Virginia Valli, is fully aware

“The Donovan Affair” 
(COLUMBIA) 
At the Roxy 

The Donovan Affair is Columbia's bid 
for talking honors and proves a fairly 
interesting mystery thriller. However, 
much of the story following the murder 
of Donovan, played by John Roche, is a 
little far-fetched. In the first place 
a bungling detective of Inspector Kil- 
lian’s caliber would hardly hold a berth 
in any police force. 

Jack Holt does the part of the inspec- 
tor and gets plenty of laughs in his 
efforts to solve the murder mystery in 
which the guests at a birthday party 
are involved. Fred Kelcey also gets a 
large quota of guffaws by his portrayal 
of a blundering detective assisting Holt 
on the case. Taken as a whole The Don- 
ovan Affair is not very impressive despite 
its 100 per cent dialog.

Trial Marriage, in spite of its maudlin 
attempt to go “pollyanna” at the end, 
is a well-done story of modern marriage. 
<nacted by a balanced cast of good play- 
ers, headed by Sally Eilers and Norman 
Kerry, and intelligently directed by Erle 
C. Kenton, with splendid sets and pho- 
tography, this production proves un- 
usual screen fare and should be a 
steady box-office winner. 
The continuity develops quite logically 
and quietly in its theme of the young 
girl who quite innocently takes her fling 


at high living and still remains the 
virtuous young thing, yet is publicly 
criticized.

“Crime and Punishment” 
(A. E. P.) 


At the Arena 

Crime and Punishment is a super! 
Study in morbid psychology, and is bri! 
liantly enacted by a group of the famou 
Moscow Art Players. This Russian pho 
toplay is conceived and built around 
purely mental psychological motives and 
in its unraveling calls upon all the cun 
ning, deviltry and art that the camera 
can muster. Withal, strangely reminis- 
cent of that other impressionistic classic 
Dr. Caligari, in its setting and tortuous 
ly slow procedure. Incidentally is by 
the same director as the latter, Robert 
Weime 

The story is a free transcription of the 
Dosteyefsky novel, yet sticks as faith- 
fully as possible to the salient and cru- 
cial situations of the plot. Raskalnikov, 
a struggling melancholic student, feels 
bitterly the injustice of life. He is hun 
gry and frustrated in winning renown, 
and in almost complete bondage to an 
old hag of a pawnbroker, while his sweet- 
heart, Sonia, is driven to become a girl 
of the streets because of the squalor 
and abject poverty of her home life. 
The student’s pent-up emotions reach 
fever heat and when no longer con- 
strained he murders the pawnbroker and 
her sister. But from here on until he 
confesses his guilt to the authorities, 
his sufferings and despair grow deeper 


and stranger. The plot has several 
counter themes running thruout which 
allow for some weird, unusual scenes 


and excellent characterizations. 

George Chmara, the enacter of the 
Raskalnikov role, has a difficult part to 
portray with its varying shades of emo- 
tions and character, but handles it mas- 


terly. So does Mile. Grijanovsjmy play 
the street girl realistically and sym- 
pathetically. 


This is unmitigated mature entertain- 
ment and decidedly limited in audience 
scope. Its box office value will best be 
enriched at those little theaters that 
call themsleves “cinemas”, for which 
houses it will be as welcome as sunshine 
in April.

Earl Fuller Operates 
His Own Radio Station 


Theatrical managers, patrons and ac- 
tors will remember Earl Fuller and his 
New York Rector’s Orchestra. Puller was 
cne of the originators of jazz and was 
one of the first to introduce it to Broad- 
way, hence his title of the “Daddy of 
Jazz". He is probably the only orchestra 
leader in the world who operates a radio 
broadcasting station, the latter being 
WFBE, Cincinnati. 

Fuller and his orchestra played at 
Rector’s in New York for six consecutive 
years and until it closed. His band was 
a headliner on the Pantages Time and 
press reports show that on his travels 
over the country his act clicked well 
everywhere. He was at that time hailed 
as the “Defender of Jazz”, for the danc- 
ing teachers were up in arms against 
jazz dancing, but his brand of syncopa- 
tion established a new method which 
is the accepted thing today. 

Back in the early days Earl Fuller 
found Ted Lewis, now a famous star, 
and placed his feet on the road to fame. 
Ted and Art Weems both got their 
start with Puller and owe their early 
training to him. Ben Bernie, famous 
orchestra leader in his own right now, 
once played for Fuller, and there are 
others whose names now shine in elec- 
tric lights who were discovered and de- 
veloped by Earl Fuller. 

Since those days, Fuller has organized 
and trained many orchestras. He now is 
located in Cincinnati, where he operates 
the WFBE radio station, in addition to 
playing at Bill Hill's Lookout House, 
across the river from Cincinnati. His 
many friends, who knew the famous 
Earl Fuller Orchestra, will be glad to 
know of his whereabouts.

At the Metropolitan Opera House on 


the night of April 25 the League of 
Composers gave for the benefit of the 
National Music League the _ eagerly 


wwaited “gala performance”, with a long 
list of well-known celebrities and other 
highly efficient talent such as are sel- 
dom seen and heard even at the Metro- 
politan. A very representative audience 
ereeted and accepted rapturously the 
unusually worthy and meritorious per- 
formers and performance. The first of- 
fering—that of Monteverdi's Chamber 
opera—Il Combattimento di Tancredi e 
di Clorinda, tho written tn 1626, received 
its first New York performance on this 
memorable occasion. It was conducted 
by Werner Josten, of the Smith College 
Music Department, with Marie Milliette 
as Narrator, and Jeanne Palmer Sou- 
deikine and Charles Kullman, singers, 
with Edith Burnett and S. A. Eliot, Jr., 
for mimes, all accompanied and sup- 
ported by a chamber orchestra from the 
Philharmonic Symphony. While not 
lengthy, this is a gripping depiction of 
the tragic combat between the Christian 
warrior, Tancred, and his _ beloved 
Clorinda, whom he unknowingly slays 
while she is a disguised and armored 
warrior. The mimes, Edith Burnet as 
Clorinda and 8. A. Eliot, Jr., as Tancredi, 
were especially noteworthy in the cli- 
mactic death scene, while their vocal 
support was excellent thruout. 

In decided contrast was Les Noces 
(Bridal Nuptials), by Stravinski, con- 
ducted by Leopold Stokowski in its first 
stage performance in America, tho he 
had in 1926 directed it here in concert 
form for the International Composers’ 
Guild. The singers assisting were Nina 
Koshetz, Sophie Braslau, Gabriel Leon- 
eff and Moshe Rudinov; pianists (four) 
were Aaron Copland, Marc Blitzstein, 
Louis Gruenberg and Frederick Jacobi. 
Six special dancers, a corps de ballet, a 
chorus of Russian singers and other mu- 
siciang from the Philharmonic Symphony 
completed the array of. assisting artists. 
Other capable powers behind the scenes 
were Sergei Soudeikine, designer of set- 
tings and costumes; Victor Andoga, stage 
director; Elizaveta Anderson-Ivantzoff, 
director of choreography, and Joseph 
Yasser, chorus director. Composed in 
1917, Les Noces may best be described as 
a cantata with dances, thru which, to- 
gether with the assistance of the mimes 
and accompanying music and percus- 
sions, are described in popular vein four 
scenes in Russian peasant life. The 
chorus of Russian singers and the vocal 
quartet were seated in the orchestra pit, 
surrounded by the four pianos and 
banked by a cluster of percussion instru- 
ments, all put to good and almost con- 
tinuous use under Stokowski’s vigorous 
baton. The synchronizations of these, 
and of the company of dancers on stage, 
told without pause this quaint and 
primitive story of Russian peasant wed- 
ding ceremonies. Correct costuming, the 
grotesquely weird scenery background 
and the highly rhythmic and expressive 
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dancing beneath an ever judiciously 
manipulated lighting completed this 
marvelous picture. A positive success, 
musically and artistically, the audience 
of Metropolitan opera proportion and 
style accorded directors and performers 
repeated curtain calls upon the conclu- 
sion of their efforts. Of the actual per- 
formances much in detail could be 
added did space permit. Special mention 
may be given particularly to the con- 
ductors, Werner Josten (for Tancredi) 
and Stokowski (for Les Noces) in their 
most capable direction of their com- 
bined, tho scattered, forces and in the 
satisfying interpretation of these un- 
usual and interesting works.

Cleveland Goes Over the Top 
In Orchestra Fund Drive 


The city of Cleveland (Ohio) is ase 
sured of the permanency of the Cleve- 
land Symphony Orchestra, due to hav- 
ing gone over the top in its endowment 
maintenance fund campaign. Several 
thousand persons contributed during the 
nine-day campaign and these gifts 
ranged from a few pennies contributed 
by children to $650,000 by two promi- 
nent Clevelanders. Then there was the 
pledge by the Rockefellers of $250,000 as 
a personal tribute to Mrs. Adella Prentiss 
Hughes, who has for many years worked 
hard for a permanent symphony or- 
ganization. The latest report as to the 
total sum pledged places the figure at 
almost $6,000,000, wnich sum will be 
used to erect a new orchestral hall and 
maintain it and will also provide an 
endowment maintenance fund for the 
orchestra. The drive came about as the 
result of the $1,000,000 .gift of John L. 
Severance towards the erection of a new 
orchestral hall, and Cleveland will be 
one of the few cities owning its own 
hall as well as having a maintenance 
fund sufficient to insure the perma- 
nency of the Cleveland Symphony Or- 
chestra in years to come.

Ingeborg Torrup, who for the past 
season has been Walter Hampden’s lead- 
ing lady in the various productions he 
has placed before New York audiences, 
appeared Sunday afternoon, April 21, in 
a dance recital at the Hampden Theater. 
In a season where there has been so 
little dancing, and so much posing and 
superimposing of terrible egotistical per- 
sonalities, it was a pleasure to view the 
extreme beauty and artistic achievement 
of Miss Torrup. There was a fine feeling 
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of form in everything she did and a 
roundness which made for real dancing. 
Possessing an elegantly proportioned 
body which proved to have the power of 
flowing movement even in the more 
earthy type of dancing which inter- 
spersed the program, Miss Torrup re- 
mained always aesthetic. This was par- 
ticularly noticeable in her number en- 
titled Dynamics, which was by far her 
best presentation. Miss Torrup’s pro- 
gram had an exceeding wide range and 
covered the music of Grieg, Beethoven, 
Brahms, Chopin, Delibes, Scharvenka 
and Herwarth Walden. Carroll Hollister 
was at the piano as accompanist and in 
addition rendered two very fine piano 
solos.

Don Oscar Becque, long heralded as 
the dancer par excellence in the new 
dance, appeared Sunday evening, April 
21, at the Booth Theater in a program 
of solo numbers and group compositions, 
assisted by Elizabeth Lutes, Etille Saiken, 
Lillian Shapero and Mildred Wirt.

Becque’s recital, while intensely inter- 
esting frorn a gymnastic point of view, 
was far removed from the field of the 
dance, and this despite a program note 
to the contrary.

The members of his assisting group, 
however, showed good work in the 
physical training exercises, and in their 
number, entitled Mass, achieved not a 
little sculptural quality. Mr. Becque’s 
work is unique and, while it does not 
belong to the world of dance, should 
have its value in physical training. 
There can be no doubt about its promise 
of reducing the waistline or building 
muscles. It will not, however, produce 
graceful ficures but muscular ones, as 
evidenced by the tremendous athleticism 
of his assisting group. There was no 
musical accompaniment to the program 
and the audience was small, and might 
one say—unappreciative?

But recently, Equity has been in- 
formed, a certain few alien actors when 
asked to contribute their talent to these 
benefits have either declined or managed 
in other wavs to evade this service.

cases of this sort have occurred It is 
inclined to, believe that there are not 
many of them and that they cannof 
have occurred with people who are in- 
telligent enough to have risen to posi- 
tions of importance in the theater.

Musie and Football 


No country publishes so little of the 
modern works of its own composers as 
America, says Adolph Bolm in a letter 
to The Tribune. The ballet and the or- 
chestra, the opera and the oratorio are 
focused on foreign soil. They are cre- 
ative there; they are repeated here, and 
America is in general satisfied. Tho life 
in America has its creative and dramatic 
aspects, it remains musically inarticu- 
late. The great games, the construction 
gangs, the surge of transportation, the 
massive lift of ouildings to the sky, the 
deserts and the migratory pressures 
towards the west have deep imaginative 
consequence and power, but rarely are 
they reclaimed musically. Jazz, it is 
true, reels and sings thru the streets of 
life, and this is profoundly American, 
but jazz is not deliberate. It is folk 
music that has not found a master to 
give it magnitude and form. 

Life in America needs men to formu- 
late its energies and to translate its 
blind drive and urgency into artistic 
meaning. Slowly these works appear 
after long intervals, but their impact 


Tho America is full of instances for 
music they are not realized, and Mr. 
Bolm’s thrice repeated effort to per- 
suade a football ballet from American 
composers is characteristic of our pres- 
ent spirit. Football, as an example, has 
possibilities not yet half realized. In 
the concert hall, or on the field at the 
great game itself, are musical potentiall- 
ties waiting to be developed. 

With the game as the dynamic core 
a musical synthesis could be created 
that would increase the beauty and ef- 
fectiveness of the entire spectacle. Al- 
ready the men are segregated from the 
women; this could be used for voice con- 
trast and color. Already the yells have 
developed in some instances into chants 
With all yells put on pitch in the form 
of powerful and varded chants, the 
cheering would be far more effective 
In the stadium of the future a great 
outdoor organ will no doubt be built 
which, with the college bands, will add 
instrumental power to the composer’s 
work. Between the quarters of the game 
stunts are now put on. These can be 
developed into brief pageants or small 
humorous dramas keyed with the whole. 

Color, life. sound, enthusiasm, tre- 
mendous energy at the football game all 
wait for leaders with imagi nati on and 
ability who can synthesize the varied 
elements and dramatize the audience. 
Such a work cannot be academic or the- 
oretical. It must be specific. The Yale 
game or the Illinois game or the like 
must give it point. It must catch the 
interest of the crowd and do better what 
the crowd already does. It should give 
artistic unity to the entire movement 
from 2 o'clock to 4. 

America offers much to music and to 
modern forms of art, but too little of it 
is realized. When composers turn gene 
erously to America for their inspiration, 
when they are willing to make their art 
of the American peopts and for them, 
great works will be created.

only become a practice and habit to 
mace the show out of tickets, it has 
virtually become a disease that is almost 
incurable, and while there are times 
when the adjuster can save on tickets, 
there are oftener times when he can 
save by being liberal with the request 
of the officials for a seemingly unrea- 
sonable amount of passes, especially 
where there is an almost prohibitive 
license where everything about the cir- 
cus is in the statute books, big show, 
side show, candy stands, balloon ped- 
dling, concert, etc. Even were all these 
licenses paid in full there are still many 
loopholes whereby the hungry Officials 
can find a chance to shake and whether 
the chance is legitimate or not the fact 
remains the same, they can make a lot 
of trouble and expense unless they are 
taken care of. Sometimes the tickets at 
their cash value even tho it looks ex- 
orbitant is only a small amount that 
the adjuster has saved from careful ad- 
justing. Then, too, it is always best to 
know and feel that the officials are 
with the show and not against it, for 
there is work for them from the time 
the show arrives until it is loaded and 
off the ground. I was just thinking of 
some of my experiences. Among them 
was the fact that I took care of the 
Ringling show once in Kansas for eight 
days without paying a license after th 
license contracts had been signed by the 
contracting agent. I note Capt, Bill 
Curtis will remain in winter quarters 
this season and we may look for some 
new labor-saving devices before long. 
Among them I predict an automatic air 
stake driver that will drive two stakes 
at once (regular and extra) and self- 
propelled.”

cultural region, appointed by William RP 
Hirsch, Shreveport, La., president of the 
association, to advise and co-operate wit! 
the Department of Agriculture in th 
presentation of agricultural information 
in exhibit form, have been invited to 
visit Washington April 29, to study the 
department organization that plans, pre- 
pares and presents educational exhibits 

The department has arranged a pro- 
gram of conferences and for the repre- 
sentatives to visit laboratories, experi- 
ment farms, and other places in and near 
Washington, where agricultural research 
is conducted, so that the visitors may 
learn the sources and character of agri- 
cultural information available. 

The fair managers recognize the value 
of the department's educational exhibits 
in presenting concisely the results of 
agricultural research. They also believe 
that further marked improvements in

ALBANY, N. Y., April 27—Commis- 
sioner Berne A. Pyrke, of the Department 
of Agriculture and Markets, announced 
that the county and town agricultural 
fair associations receiving State aid paid 
out $434,143.96 at the fairs held in 1928. 
Three hundred end seventy-five thousand 
dollars have been appropriated by the 
State of New York to reimburse the so- 
cieties for the premiums paid for the pro- 
motion of agriculture and of domestic 
arts, for the promotion of the breeding 
of cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, horses 
and other domestic animals 

Thirty-one societies received the maxi- 
mum of $6,000, and the balance is di- 
vided in proportion to the amount paid 
in premiums by the society. In 1928 the 
law was amended, increasing State aid 
from $250,000 to $375,000, and raising the 
maximum to be paid any one society 
from $4,000 to $6,000

In the 
same roundhouse is a new baboon, Bozo, 
who its said to be one of the best-tem- 
pered baboons the zoo has ever had. Bozo 
is a large Rhodesian. Mr. Harkins is be- 
ing congratulated on his success so far 
with two young mandrills, which are very 
delicate in captivity. The pair have been 
at the zoo for a year and are now be- 
tween two and three years old. They will 


not mature for five or six years, when 
they should develop a fantastic coloring. 
Yvette, a Malay sun bear, is also quar- 
tered in the roundhouse. Other bears 
at Franklin Park, both the polars and 
brown bears, have their own spacious 
quarters with cages and large outdoor 
space. 


DETROIT, Mich.—The Detroit es 
cal Society, thru its attorney, Ge B. 
Murphy, has asked for an inwestigntion 
of the management of the Detroit Zoo 
under the direction of John T. Millen. 
The letter has been presented to the 
Detroit Council for action. An investi- 
gation was requested several months ago 
from the Zoological Park Commission, 
which gave a vote of confidence in Mil- 
len’s management. 


BUFFALO, N. Y.—Buffalo’s zoo lags far 
behind like institutions in other cities 
because of neglect and lack of interest 
during the last 25 years. according to 
Francis J. Murphy, special writer, who 
has been conducting a survey of zoos 
and making a comparison between the 
local zoo and those of other cities in a 
series of articles in The Buffalo Evening 
News The writer declared in a recent 
article that the local zoo has degenerated 
in that there are fewer animals housed 
there than during the first five years of 
its existence. He stated that during the 
last 20 or 25 years the city has made no 
ippropriations for purchase of new stock, 
so that other cities such as Detroit, Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati and St. Louis have 
forged far ahead of Buffalo with respect 
to zoos. 


ASHINGTON, D. C. — Washington’s 
zoo has had a remarkable history. Be- 
ginning in 1890 with just two animals, 


‘bad” elephants which a disappointed 
circus manager turned over to the city, 
it has developed into one of the most 


popular institutions in the country and 
last year entertained 2,300,000 guests. On 
Easter Monday the zoo was host to more 
than 30,000 children in an egg-rolling 
festival. In the 39 years of its history 
the zoo has grown until it now houses 


2.366 of the finest specimens in captivity, 
ranging from N’gi, a three-year-old go- 
rilla, who is given more loving attention 
than a baby of that age usually receives, 
to a pair of genuine fur seals, to main- 
tain which it costs the zoo an annual 
figure greater than that required by ele- 


phants. The Washington Zoo is a na- 
tional institution and is directed by the 
Smithsonian Institution Admission is 
free, and it is a wild game and bird 
refuge harboring many timid animals 


and birds. The maintenance is charged 
to the District of Columbia budget. Altho 
President Coolidge has the honor of hav- 
ing presented the greatest nu! 
animals to the zoo, President Roosevelt, 
because of his big-game hunting ivi- 
ties, presented the most spectacular and 
most valuable animals of any presented 
by presidents, who use the z00 as an out- 
let for the many strange animals sent to 
them as gifts by admirers

Mammoth Cave Park 
Movement Speeded 


Conversion of the Mammoth Cave, 
Kentucky, area into a national park has 
been practically assured thru payment of 
slightly more than $200,000 to Mrs. Violet 
B. Janén, of Washington, and Mrs. Mary 
Jessup Sitgreaves, of Boston, owners of 
two-chirds of the cave estate, by the 
Mammoth Cave National Park Associa- 
tion. 

The money was paid to William Marshall 
Bullitt, counsel for the women, parties in 
two suits heard recently in Boston and 
Washington, in which heirs to one-third 
of the cave property sought to halt an 
agreement by the two to sell their in- 
terests, and resign as trustees, permitting 
the association to appoint successors. Mr. 
Bullitt argued for validity of the trans- 
action and was upheld in two courts. 

He pointed out that his clients desired 
to sell to the association rather than go 
to the trouble of fighting condemnation 
proceedings. The association now has 
control of about 16,000 acres of cave 
property. 

Gradual acquirement of the remainder 
is anticipated as the association raises 
additional funds. When 40,000 acres 
have been obtained, the Government has 
agreed to take over the project, establish- 
ing a national park.

Fight Over Carnivals 
Renewed at Paterson 


PATERSON, N. J., April 27.—A renewal 
of the agitation over the operation of 
carnivals appeared to be impending last 
night as the Paterson board of aldermen 
received a new application for a “spring 
festival” to be operated at East 33d 
street and Market street under the aus- 
pices of the Union League, the week 
of June 3. 

The application is the first echo of 
the board’s action of three weeks ago 
when, by majority vote, a permit was 
granted the Paterson Aero Club to con- 
duct a “chautauqua” on the Island 
Market upon payment of a fee of $5. As 
a result, it was reported last night that 
the motion picture theater owners are 
preparing once again to come out and 
fight theeentrance into the city of car- 
nivals which they claim do not benefit 
the city thru payment of large taxes 
On property as do the theaters.

ORDINANCE APPROVED by the Fire 
Commission of Los Angeles and recom- 
mended to City Council for adoption is 
a jolt to pitchmen using one or more 
entertainers in stores. It is supposed 
to be aimed at “notorious museums” on 
Main street, but it puts the ban on the 
pitchmen. Under the provisions of this 
ordinance the pitchman’s joint when he 
has a single entertainer is classed as a 
“theater”. The measure defines as “the- 
ater’ any room or hall, with or without 
a stage or scenery, used for public en- 
tertainment. All shows are made sub- 
ject to supervision of both the fire and 
police departments. Los Angeles Ledge, 
N. P. S. P. A., will, no doubt, fight the 
Ordinance before it is put to a vote of 
the City Council. 

ZIP HIBLER, POET-PITCHMAN, on 
the Santa Fe Trail, out in New Mexico, 
sings: “A pitchman found a horseshoe 
and he hung it o’er his door.
